The explanation of this was found in 
the fact of the poor condition generally 
of the peasants, who were ever willing 
to enter the army, and their ambition to 
be somebody and gain renown made 
them valorous.

All civilized countries, and, (what has the 
most bearing in this particular case,) ali the 
S:ates and Territorities of the United States, 
except one) consider and treat Polygamy as 
a crimne, and punishable with penalties more 
or less severe. 

We believe that the Territories of the 
United States, being the common property 
of those States, should be ruled by the Fed- 
eral Government for the benefit of all the 
States. 

~ We think not only that the Federal Gov- 
ernment has the right to suppress polygamy, 
but we say that, in virtue of the power it 
has for the protection of society from abuses 
of civil or religious liberty, it ought to have 
heen done long since. While the constitution 
of the United States guarantees the rights of 
conscience in religion, and the pursuit of 
happiness, it is not supposed that the author- 
ities under the constitution shall overlook 
any enormities which may be perpetrated 
under the name of religion, or any undue in- 
terference with the rights of others while in 
the pursuit of happiness. 

In former days, and even at present, among 
the Aborigines, stealing from neighbors, and 
revenge the most bloody, was the most pro- 
minent principle of faith; according to their 
belief the more a man stole, and the more 
human life he destroyed, so much the more 
certain was his chance of admittance to the 
“happy hunting grounds,”’ so much the more 
acceptable was he to the Great Maniton, the 
Father of Life.
